The second coming of Christ was shown 
to the former-duy saints that it would 
not take place until after the fulfillment 
of the days allotted for the rise and reign 
of the man of sin, the son of perdition, 
(the papal inatitution) and were there- 
fore warned not to let any man deceive 
them copcerning that day of his second 
coming... 
verse. — Let no man deceive you 
by any means; for that day shall not 
come, except there come 4 falling away 
first, and that man of sin be revealed, 
the son of perdition. 

4th verse.—‘*Who opposeth and exalt- 
eth himself above all that is called God, 
or that is worshipped ; so that he as God, 
sitteth im the tempie of God, shewing 
bimself tbat he is God.“ 

In the third verse the man of sin is 
called the son of perdition. We find in 
the sacred soriptures that the institutions 
of governments and laws are often rep- 
resented by the figures of beasts, men 
and things, as is given in Daniel, 7th 
chapter, in which the figures and images 
of the beasts and borns are given to rep- 
regen the governments, institutions and 
laws of natlons. So it is precisely 
with ‘the man of sin, the son of perdi- 


tion,” which represent the laws and in- 


stitutions of the pépal hierarchy. The 
Ach verge represents the infamous and 
high handed Wickedness practiced by 
ite members: of th fraternity, The 
Popes pho were the highest dignitaries 
of’ the’ papal chair, were permitted to 
‘exalt themselves abdve all that is called 
God or that is worshipped.’ The heads 
of the papal institution have in their ex- 
— assumed the right to dethrone 

ings, and dictate with absolute sway, 
rules Re laws to bdth and Mate. 
The clergy in different 8 have as- 
samed to pardon the sina of the laity up 
on confession to them; and, by the gu- 
thority and seal of the pope, could 725 
indulgencies for money 46 a pardon for 
many sine even before they were com- 
mitted, so that they for thelr money 
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could practice iniquity without guilt.— 
And thus we find this wicked institution 
claiming te be the church of Christ, 
baving the pope for ite head, professing 
10 fargive for money, thus ezalting 
itself above all that is called God or wor- 
shipped. God only can forgive sins, 
but the beads of this papal institution 
professed to forgive sins for money, 3 
thing thas neither God nor bis worship- 
ers ever attempted to do, and therefore 
he has exalted himself#‘above all that is 
called God or that is worshipped ; so 
that he as God sitteth in the temple of 
God, shewing himself that he is God.“ 
The heed of the papal inatitution is the 
pope.. He professes to forgive sins; he 
therefore sitteth in the temple or church 
‘‘shewing himself that he is God:“ and 
hende this greet papal institution or man 
of sin, bas not only deceived the inno- 
cent and practiced fraud upon tbe igno- 
rant, but he has oppressed the needy 
— E —— the righteous and mar- 
ty the saints of God, and thereby 
shown to the world beyond all doubt, 
that he is truly the man of sin spoken of 
by Paul. But as to the precise date of 
his rise, it is attended with some difficul- 
ty to ascertain at what time the papal 
chair exercised the absolute sway over 
both church and state. It seems to ap- 
ply more favorably tothe time of pope 
Gregory the Great, than any other pe. 
riod, which was near the close of the 6th 
century. But relative to this subject 
there is one very important fact known 
—that the regal authority that the 
church eventually became fully invested 
with, was the authority of the Caesars, 
and of Pagan origin that descended 
down through the Roman emperors ‘to 
Constantine the Great, who was the first 
Christian emperor, whose death occur- 
red A. D, 887, and; from that period 
down to pope Gregory, the regal guthor- 
ity was gradually uniting with the church 
until the hierarchy were invested with 
all the regal power and authority of the 
Caesars, which istraceable back through 
the Romans to the Medes and Persians, 
and from thence to the Babylonian or 
Chaldean Empire, where Nebuchadnez- 
zar. while in ancient Babylom saw that 
great image of a man representing the 
monarchial institutions of human gov- 
ernments that. descended from its great 
head, Nebuchadnezzar, down through 
the reign of the Pagan monarchs to the 
— institution, and thus that great 

eathen image of Pagan origin has de-
